As fo2 ce d:ucrſitees of grananars, it is well and bolt 
bly taken aware, by the Kynges Matcſtces wyſedome, who 
fozſceyng the:nconuentence, and fauourably pꝛoupdynge the 
remedy, cauſed one kynde of grammar by ſundzp learned men, 
to be diligently dzawen, and ſo to be ſet out, onely euery where 
® &tl, tobe 
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to be taught, fo2 the vie of lerners and foz the hurt in chaunge 
of ſchoole maiſters. = , _ : 

The varictce of teachyng is dyuers pet, and alwaies wyll 

be, fox that euery ſchoolemailter lyketh that he knoweth, and 
ſe: th not the vſe of that hc knowerh not, and therfoze tudgeth 
that themoſte ſufficient wate, whiche he ſecth to be rhe redi⸗ 
&& meane, and perfecteſt kynde to bzynge a learner to haue a 
though knowlege therip. x 
Wherfoze it is not amyſſe, yt one ſeeyng by triall, an caſpcr 
and redyer waie than che commorſozte of teachers dooekh , 
would ſaze what he hath pꝛoued, and fozthc commoditee al- 
lawed) that other ngt knowypge the ſame, myght by erpeti⸗ 
cuce pꝛoue the lyke, ald than by p2ofc reaſonably iudge the 
lyke, yot hereby ex cludynge the better way whan it is founde, 
but in the meane ſcaſorffozbyddyng the woꝛſe. 

THE FTRS Sr and chiefeſt poynt is, that the diligente 
mayſter make not the ſcholer haaſte to muche, but that he in 
continuance and diligence of teachyng, make hand rehetſe ſo, 
that while he haue pertectely that that is behynde, he ſuffre 
hym not to go foꝛwarde. Foꝛ this poſtyng haſt, guerthꝛoweth 
and hurteth a great ſoꝛte of wyttes, and caſterh them into an 
amaſedneſſe, Whawthcy knowe not howe they ſhall eyther go 
fo2wwarde 02 backwArde, Mt ſticketh Alt as one plunged, that 
can not tell phat to doo, oꝛ whiche watcs to tourne hym, and 
than the maiſter thynketh the ſcholar to be a dullarde, and the 
ſcholar thinketh the thyng to be vneaſpand to hard foꝛ his wit, 
and the one hath an pl! opinion of the other, whan oftenggmes 
i is in nepther, but in the kynde of teachynge. Wheretoꝛe the 
beſt and chieffeſt poynt thzoughly to be kepte, is that the ſcho⸗ 

lat᷑ haue in mynde ſo perfectly that he hath learned, and vnder⸗ 
rande it ſo, that not onely it be not a ſtoppe fo2 hym, but alſo 
glyght and an helpe to the rendue that foloweth. + 

This ſhall be the maiſters caſe, and the chyldes encouragyng, 
whan the one ſhall ſec his labour take good effecte, and thereby 
in teachyng the leſſe tormented, and the other ſhall thynke the 
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zyng ea ſyer ! and ſo 1th moze gladneſſe redy tago about the 
ne. In goynge fo:warde, let theym haue of Wucry declina⸗ 
N of nouhes, end comugacion of verbes fo many ſeue⸗ 
Alle — as cp pallc them, that it maie ſceme to 
ge ſchoolemaiſtet no woꝛde in the latine tongue to be ſo harde 
that parte, that the ſchotar ſhall not be able pꝛaiſably to ene 
it into the foꝛmyng therof. And lurely the multitude of exam. 
, it the eaſpeſt and communeſt be taken firſte, and ſo conte 
the ſtraunger and the harder, muſt nodes bꝛyng this proffte 
ithall. that the ſcholar ſhall beſt vnderſtand, and ſooneſt corks 
the reaſon of the rules, and beſt be acquaynted with the 
ſhion of the tongue Wher:n it is p2ofitable not oncly*that he 
n o2dcrly dꝰtiine his noune and his verbe, but cuerp way foꝛ⸗ 
rde, backe warde, by caſcs, by pcrſones, that neither caſc of 
me, ne perſon of verbe can be requited, that he can not with⸗ 
ſtoppe oꝛ ſtudy telle. And vnto this tyme J Gunte not the 
Aar perſea, no2 ready to go any furthcr, than that he hath 
ccady leamed. S 
This whan he can perfectly dooe, and hath learned euerp 
artc not by rote, but by reaſon, and is cunnyngar in the vnder⸗ 
adyng ol. the thyng, chan in rehcripng of the woꝛdes (whi⸗ 
is not pate a quartcr of a petes diligence , 02 vente littell 
Nc, to a pcynfull and a diligent man, yf his ſcholar haue a 
cane wytte than let hym paſſe to the concoꝛdes, to knowe 
agreement of partes among them ſclucs with like ware and 
igence as is aſoꝛe deſcribed. Wherin plapne and ſundzy er 
ples, and tontinuall rcherſall ot thynges learned, and eſpe⸗ 
lly the daily declynyng of a verbe, and tournyng hym into 
aſhyons, all make the great and heuy labour ſo eaſy and ſo 
ifant ſoꝛ he framyng of ſentences, that it wyll be rather a 
xte vnto geun, that they be able to doo well, than perne in 
chyng of n vnvſed and vnacquaynted chynge. And when 
con coꝛdes be well knowen vnto them, an eaſy and a pleg⸗ 
nt payne, the foꝛgroundes be well and thꝛoughelp beaten 
let them rot coutinue in learnyng of ther rules ozderty alt, 
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as they lyc ty their ſyntar, but rather learne ſome pꝛety boo! 
wherin is coĩſteyned not onely the eloquence of the tungue,! 
alſo a good plapne leſſon of honeſtee and godlynglle, and th 
of take ſome littell ſentence, as it lycth, and learnc to 
that ſame firſt out of englyſhe into latin, not ſeyng the boke. 
conſtrupng it thervpon: And yk there falle any neceſſaty tule 
the ſyntare tobe knowen, than to learn it, as the occaſion 
thc ſentence geueth cauſe that dare. Whyche ſentence o 
made well, and as nyghe as can bee with the wooꝛdes of t 
woke, than to take the böoke and conſtrue it, and ſo ſhall he 
{caſt troubled with the parſyng of it, and calupeſt catry his ig 
ſon in fpnde. | 

And although it was ſatcd befoꝛe, that the f cholars ſhotil 
learne but a littell at ones, it is not ment, that whan the ma 
ſtet had hearde theim a whyle, he ſhoulde lette theim alone, t 
that were moe negligence fo2 bothe the partes: but J woul 
all theyꝛ tyme they bee ar ſchoole, they ſhould neucrbe pdell, d 
alwaics occupied n a contiuuall rcherſyng and lookyng bac 
agayne to thoſe thynges they had learned, and be moꝛe boun 
to kepe well they? olde, than to take foozth any nave. 

Thus yt themayſtcr occupy thei, he ſhall ſce aꝶttle leſſ 
take a great dealc of tyme, and diligently enquirpag and ex 
mynyng of the partes and the rules not to be doon ſo quicke 
and ſpedyly, as it myght be thought to be. Within a whyle b 
this vſc, the ſcholarſhalbe bꝛought to a good kyndeof redynel 
of makyng, to the whyche pl there bee adioyned ſome vſe 
ſpcaliyng, whiche muſt we cell aryly be had, he ſhallbce bzoug 
paſt the weryſome byttetneſſe of his learnyng. Axrcathea® 
to furcher this redyneſſe of makpng and ipealiyng ſhall be, 
the mayſtcrgeue hym an engliſhe booke, as the Plilter, oꝛ S 
lomons Pꝛoucrbes, oꝛ Eccleſiaſti cus, and to cauſe m oꝛdin 

@ tily to toutne cuery date a chapter into latin. Thisexerciſe ce 
ng bee dooen without his rules, and therfoꝛe dooeth eſtablyfl 
theun and grounde theun ſurelp in his mynde foꝛ rehyncſle, ar 

maketh hym moꝛc able to ſpeake ſodepnely, uhanſo cucr at 
2 pieſe 
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p:eſent occaſion is offred fo: the ſame . Ind it dooeth helpe his 
lernyng moꝛe a great deale to tourne out of engliſhe into latin. 
than contrary. Fo: that we ſee many can vnderſtand zatin that 
cannot ſpcake, and whan they trade the latufe wooꝛde in the 
booke, can tell route englyche therof at any tyme: bůt whan 
they haue layde away theyꝛ bookes, they can not contrary wiſe 
tell you foꝛ the englyſhe the latine agayne, whan ſo euer pe will 
aſke them. And thcrefoze this exteæciſt helpeth this ſoze well, 
and maketh thoſe wooꝛdes whiche he vnderſt andeth to be redp 
dy vſc vnto hymn, and ſo perfecteth hym in the tunge very well. 
Thele pꝛeceptes well kept. will bꝛynge a man clecanc paſt the 
bſcof this grammar booke , and make hym as readye as his 
broke, and ſo mete to further thynges, whereof it were out of 
ſcaſon to geue pꝛeceptes Heere. Ind therfoze this mate bee foz 
this pourpoſe ynoughe, whyche to good ſchoolemapſters and 
ſkyliull, ig not ſo nedetull: to other meancr and leſſe pꝛactiſed, 
mate bee not onely wooꝛth. we labout ot teadynge, but alſo of 
the viynge.
